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JAPANESE POLICE 


TOKYO, Sept. 7 (AP)—Police 
said today they had arrested 18 
members of a Communist North 
Korean spy ring which. had been 
operating throughout Japan 
since 1953. The 18 are accused 
of spying against Japan and 
South Korea, smuggling goods 
into North Korea and carrying 
out subversive activities. 

A spokesman for Tokyo's po- 
lice department said that in ad- 
dition to collecting’Japan’s mili- 
tary secrets and economic data, 
“the Koreans evaluated Japa- 
nese sentiment toward the Unit- 
ed States and rearmament 

The police announcement was 
withheld until the last two 
members of the ring were 
rounded up yesterday. 

The first arrest came on June 
°6 when four in the ring tried 
to slip out of Japan in a fish- 
ing boat at Niigata, 200 miles 
north of Tokyo. Police said 
bundles of secret documents 
were seized then. 

The spokesman said one of 
the 18 had the mission of win- 
ning over members of South 
Koreas armed forces, especial- 
ly in the air force. 


MYSTERY MAN 
FREED BY REDS 
CHANGES STORY 


BERLIN, Sept. 7 ‘AP)—The 
mystery “American” the Rus- 
sians freed Monday now claims 
he’s a German. United States 
officials say they're not con- 
vinced of that story either. 

The Russians released the 
man as Charles Frederick Hop- 
kins, an American. civilian, 
along with two soldiers who had 
been prisoners of the Reds for 
years. The civilian said 
then he was from New York 
City. 

Last night, the Army com- 
mand in Berlir said Hopkins 
now claimed to be Klaus Fred- 
erick Glaubitz, a 27-year-old 
German national who had been 
in Soviet hands since 1947. 

“United States authorities are 
continuing to check his story 
and status,” the announcement 
added. He is still being held in- 
communicado. 

The man . speaks excellent 
English in a manner not char- 
acteristic of Germans. American 


| officers said he obviously was 


older than 27 and that his story 
of capture by the Russians was 
vague. 

One source said he thought 
the man still might turn out to 
be an American, perhaps one

“When. we found the bill, my 
husband called a banker in town 
and he notified the FBI the 
next day. An agent came out 
and took the bill.” 

Works as Meat Cutter. 

Gehring is a meat cutter em- 
ployed by the Schulian Food 
Shop in Quincy, a Mississippi 
river town of about 50,000 resi- 
dents, 135 miles north of St 
Louis The Gehrings live at 
1630'2 Broadway. 

The serial number of the bill 
found by Mrs. Gehring was 
112456431A 

Gehring told the Post-Dis- 
patch he did not know when or 
where he got the $20 note. He 
said he began putting away 
money for his insurance pay- 
ment about six months ago 

Saturday night he received 
his pay from the store in cash, 
and his envelope included two

Finding of a $20 ransom note 
at Jacksonville, Fla., was an- 
nounced last night by the FBI 
This bill was discovered in the 
Federal Reserve branch bank 
there vesterday and traced to 
the Florida National Bank & 
Trust Co. of Miami 

Recovery of the ransom bill 
in Florida was the first indica- 
tion that any of the missing 
$303.720 was being circulated 
in that part of the country. 

Where Others Were Found. 

The previous bills discovered 
included six in Chieago, three 
in St. Louis, one in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, and one in Minot, 
N_D 

The FBI would not disclose 
whether it was able to trace the 
$20 bill that turned up yester- 
day any farther than the Maimi 
bank. although this was consid- 
ered unlikely in view of the 
large number of bills of that 
denomination handled daily by 
metropolitan banks. 

Recovery of the missing bills 
has moved at an increased pace 
within the last week, when 11 
of. the 13 recovered $20s were 
found. FBI agents, who began 
checking the 12 Federal Re- 
serve Banks throughout the 
United States a month ago, are 
reported to have extended their 
search to branch banks. 


Carnival Workers Theory. 


One theory advanced for the 
sudden appearance of the bills 
is that they are being distrib- 
uted by carnival workers who 
move from city to city. The 
previous bills recovered were 
found in cities which recently 
had large fairs. Many carnivals 
spend the winters in Florida. 
There was a carnival last week 
Quincy, Ul., but Mrs. Geh- 
ring did not believe the bill she 
found came from that source 
She thought her husband had 
acquired it prior to the carni- 
val’s arrival.

Hoppe refused to comment on 
any phase on the “derogatory” 
report on the key revenue of- 


ficial or reveal the latter's 
identity 
However, it was learned from 


reliable sources that the report 
of the character investigation 
contained these highlights 

The key official, who was 
the subject of Hoppe’s report 
and who is still on the pay- 
roll, set up a phony depend- 
ency to avoid or delay mili- 
lary service 

He was rejected by a draft 
board as a _ psychoneurotic 
and given a 4-F rating. 

He was linked to difficulties 
involving possible litigation 
and trouble at a large uni- 
versity. 

The former chief of the in- 
spection service was fired Oct. 
7, 1953. Since, he has played 
an abortive cat-and-mouse game 
with Treasury and Civil Serv- 
ice, hoping that merits of his 
case would be aired before an 
impartial and objective tribu- 
nal. Nothing happened. 

And although neither agency 
leaked a whisper of the ouster, 
Hoppe’s summary dismissal cre- 
ated a stir among veteran rev- 
enue agents who gleaned bits 
of information on the real rea- 
son behind his removal. 

On Aug. 19, Hoppe took ac- 
tion through another channel. 

John P. Witsil, former De- 
partment of Justice attorney 
acting for the ousted official, 
filed suit in the United States 
Court of Claims for restoration 
of back pay totaling $26,823. 
Witsil then made the entire 
Hoppe file available to this re- 
porter. The Department of Jus- 
tice, which will defend the ac- 
tion, has 60 days in which to. 
reply. 

“It is my intention,” he said, 


| “to put Mr. Hoppe on the stand 


and tell, for the first time, the 
complete story. The public is 
certainly entitled to know of 
this outrageous incident.” 

(The United Press quoted 
Witsil, who is visiting friends in 
Jefferson City, Mo., as saying 
the appointee is still holding 
“one of the highest-ranking posi- 
tions in the Internal Revenue 
Service.” He added that we'll 
name the official involved when 
we get Mr. Hoppe on the wit- 
ness stand.”

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More Chances for College 

Substantial help toward meeting the problem 
created by the growing need for a college educa- 
tion and the growing cost of such an education 
is being offered by the National Merit Schalar- 
ship Corporation. This has been established with 
funds from the Ford Foundation and the Carne- 
gie Corporation, and is counting on substantial 
contributions from business firms. 

Within the next few weeks and every fall 
thereafter, NMSC will invite about 25,000 high 
school students, especially those witnout ade- 
quate funds for continuing their education, to 
compete for. four-year scholarships. For these, 
the NMSC will make $10,000,000 available over 
the next 10 years. It also offers another 
$8,000,000 to the extent that the money is 
matched by corporations. Thus a total of 
$26,000,000 may be available in the decade. 

NMSC describes this as “the largest independ- 
ent college scholarship program in history.” Un- 
doubtedly it is the largest offered by a single 
private agency. Yet it may not equal the pro- 
gram under which the Navy selects about 1800 
midshipmen from the nation’s high. school grad- 
uates each year and permits them to go to the 
colleges cf their choice, largely at its expense. 

It is difficult to say exactly how many NMSC 
scholarships will be available since it is not yet 
known how much money will be available, and 
also because individual grants will depend on 
need. It is estimated, however, that the average 
four-year scholarship will cost $6000. So the 
number should run between 650 and 1500 a year. 
Corporate gifts could increase the number. Cer- 
tainly it is a major achievement to make a col- 
lege education possible for so many, most of 
whom would otherwise not see a campus. 

A wise provision of the NMSC plan is that its 
allotments include a direct payment to the stu- 
dent's school in addition to his actual fees. This 
recognizes the fact that in almost all cases he 
costs the school more than he pays. This is why 
schools find it difficult to carry out their obliga- 
tions to the growing number of applicants. They 
already have troubles in making ends meet. 

NMSC is soliciting corporations at the same 
time the. colleges are turning to them to supple- 
ment individual gifts. The disadvantage, how- 
ever, should be offset by an integrated scholar- 
ship-fund raising agency which eliminates much 
work for school and donor. While primarily in- 
terested in the student, NMSC may prove most 
valuable for guidance to corporations just begin- 
ning to do their part in the financing of Ameri- 
can education. 
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Just 30 Miles an Hour 

Before American motorists indulged in their 
annual Labor day weekend slaughter, Ford Mo- 
tor Co. engineers were conducting tests to see 
what happens when automobiles collide. They 
discovered what countless traffic accident statis- 
tics have indicated—that the merest fraction of 
a second intervenes between the impact of col- 
lision and injury or death to passengers. 

At just 30 miles an hour, a person with both 
hands pressed against the instrument panel of 
a car and feet braced against the floorboard 
would have to withstand the force of more than 
half a ton on each arm and leg to prevent being 
hurled forward. At 30 miles an hour, the elapsed 
time between collision and injury is a tenth of 
a second. 

In short, a motorist can kill himself quicker 
than he can think about it. The only thing that 
will save him is thinking first. 
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Partial Success at Geneva 

Since the Geneva consultations with Commu- 
nist China are secret, there is no way of know- 
ing at this time why Peiping after so much de- 
lay agreed to return nine American civilians 
and possibly three others. We can only be grate- 
ful for this partial success of the diplomatic 
talks, and hope that it will soon be extended to 
cover all 41 of the Americans whose release Am- 
bassador U. Alexis Johnson has been requesting. 

Some reports have had it that the Geneva talks 
struck a snag because of the stories of mistreat- 
ment told by returning American airmen. But 
Peiping had just as well make up its mind that 
some people who come home after being de- 
tained in Red China are going to talk about 
their experience as soon as they are free to do so. 
The United States Government cannot under- 
take to muzzle them. 

On the other hand, we wonder whether Am- 
bassador Johnson is justified in refusing to dis- 
cuss anything else on the agenda at Geneva until 
all prisoners have been released. Although this 
position may exert some useful leverage on the 
Chinese, and so may be justified from a purely 
practical point of view, its value may depend 
upon whethbér it carries out the spirit in which 
the talks began. 

All the public was told at that time was that 
the ambassadors had agreed on a two-part 
agenda, the first item being the return of civil- 
ians and the second, “other practical matters at 
issue between the two sides.” Was it clearly 
understood then that item 2 should not be dis- 
cussed until final agreement had been reached 
on item 1? If so, this was not made clear to the 
public. 

It is important to obtain the earliest possible 
release of all Americans illegally held, and they 
ought to be released before any agreements on 
any other subject are reached with the Chinese. 
But it is also important to encourage discussion 
of all issues, and doubly important at this stage 
of the talks to avoid any ground for charges that 
our Government is changing the rules in the 
middle of the game. 
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Radar for Those Lost at Sea 

Drifting helplessly in a lifejacket or on a 
small life raft, the aviator forced down at sea 
is in a terrible plight. At night he must wait 
until he hears a plane nearby anu then light a 
flare—if he has one and it will light—and hope 
that it will be seen. By day he is but a tiny 
speck bobbing on the vast ocean, unbelievably 
hard for searchers on plane and on ship to sight. 

Last July the Navy searched for more than a 
week for three Marine flyers on a raft off Japan, 
but could not find them despite the weak radio 
distress signals that came from the raft on the 
first day. 

Now the Royal Air Force has successfully 
tested a midget radar set which can be attached 
to parachute harness and will send radar im- 
pulses over a 75-mile radius. In one test a man 
dropped 12 miles from shore was quickly found 
and picked up by a helicopter. Such a device 
should give added confidence to all men who 
have to fly over great expanses of water. And 
it would seem that it might well be adapted to 
similar use on land by both military and civilian

Gone Haywire 


Administration gave Chief Joseph dam equipment contract to 
American firm despite low bid by British company; Chicago 
Tribune says this was uneconomical, reversed ‘trade, not aid’ 
theory; no need to invoke ‘Buy America’ Act in these boom times.

An order for generators and trans- 
formers for the Chief Joseph dam on 
the Columbia river was finally awarded 
to two Pittsburgh companies to which 
the Administration has been trying to 
give the order since 1953. The difficulty 
has been that a British concern kept 
offering to supply the same merchandise 
for a million dollars less than the Amer- 
ican bids. 

Defense Secretary Wilson found a le- 
gal excuse for giving the contracts to 
the domestic firms 
in an act of Con- 
gress of 1933 and a 
loophole in  inter- 
pretation of the law 
made last winter 
by President Eisen- 
hower. 

The equipment 
now ordered at a 
cost of $6,300,000 
was offered for $5,- 
300,000 by the Brit- 
ish company. In ad- 
dition to the oppor- 
tunity thus present- 
ed of making a mil- 
lion dollar budget- 
ary saving, there were at least two rea- 
sons why the Administration would be 
expected to buy at the lower price. 


American electrical manufacturers 
scarcely need a big subsidy on govern- 
ment contracts, for they do a big busi- 
ness in foreign contracts, where they 
compete successfully without special ad- 
vantages. The Administration could well 
serve notice on these manufacturers 
that they must figure as closely on 
American government business as they 
do on sales abroad. 

Further, the Administration could 
show that it practices what it preaches 
about enabling other countries to ac- 
quire American dollars by trade rather 
than aid. 


To justify buying equipment for about 
20 per cent more than the world price, 
the Government invoked the “Buy 
America” Act. This was a law passed by 
Congress in 1933, at the pit of the de- 
pression, authorizing federal depart- 
ments to buy American goods even when 
foreign products are available for deliv- 
ery in the United States at materially 
lower prices. This was regarded as an 
alternative to unemployment relief in 
one of our darkest hours. 

A generally understood rule onward 
from 1933 was that an American com-

pany could get a contract unless it was 
underbid by at least 25 per cent by a 
foreign concern. 

Last December, however, President 
Eisenhower announced that he was 
sticking with the “Buy America” Act 
only in instances where American bids 
were from 6 to 10 per cent higher than 
foreign—except when the letting of 
contracts would create work in areas of 
“substantial unemployment.” 


The British bid on the Chief Joseph 
dam equipment was 16 per cent below 
that of the two Pittsburgh companies. 
To place the contract in Pittsburgh 
despite this large differential, it was 
necessary for Labor Secretary Mitchell 
to find that Pittsburgh is “an area of 
substantial unemployment.” This he has 
obligingly done. Secretary Wilson said 
that the successful bidders promised to 
produce in the Pittsburgh area substan- 
tially all of the materials that would be 
needed. 

If there was ever a sound reason for 
invoking the “Buy America” act, it does 
not exist now. We are not in the midst 
of a depression, but in one of the great- 
est booms. 


The Government, in seeking to slow 
down the boom, is restrieting the use of 
credit, making borrowing more expen- 
sive. And the district where the federal 
reserve authorities felt that the screw 
needed to be turned most was in the 
Cleveland-Pittsburgh district. There 
alone the discount rate was raised sev- 
eral weeks ago from 154 to 2% per cent, 
when the advance was only to 2 per 
cent elsewhere. 


While the credit regulating agency 
finds that the expansion there requires 
the most restraint, others in the Gov- 
ernment find that an important section 
of that district needs to be given orders 
above the market price to relieve sub- 
stantial unemployment. | 

If times are so hard in Pittsburgh, in 
the midst of widespread prosperity, it 
is a chronically depressed area and the 
Government is doing the people there 
no permanent good by passing out 
padded contracts to make work and in- 
duce them to stay there when jobs are 
going begging elsewhere. 

If Pittsburgh, the steel town, is a sore 
spot and looking to Washington for re- 
lief when the steel industry is working 
as close to capacity as the companies 
can make it, what will the city be like 
when steel operations drop to 50 per 
cent?

Between Book Ends 


The Reluctant Hero 
THE DESERT AND THE STARS, by Flora Armitage. 

(Henry Holt & Co., 318 pgs., $3.95.) 

This book, it should be explained at 
the outset, is not to be confused with 
the highly critical “expose” of T. E. 
Lawrence written by Richard Alding- 
ton and published in England several 
months ago. That book, which pur- 
ported to cut Lawrence down to size, 
has not yet appeared in this country, 
and this reviewer can claim no first- 
hand acquaintance with it. 


Miss Armitage’s biography is a horse 
of very different color. In the main 
she adheres to the popular conception 
of Lawrence as an adventurous mystic, 
a man without evil in him—or ambi- 
tion—who, in “The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom,” left behind him at least one 
book that will endure. She writes well 
and tries hard to appraise Lawrence 
objectively. It is an admiring: biogra- 
phy yet not an adoring one. Time has 
already begun to strip some of the ro- 
manticism from 
Lawrence and to 
place him in proper 
context. 

Lawrence's life 
falls easily into two 
parts—his exploits 
in the Near East 
and the rest. Miss 
Armitage traverses 
it smoothly and 
succinctly, relying 
in great part on the 
writings of Law- 
rence himself and 
on those of his 
friends. She does 
not shirk the un- 
easy desert episodes, even if Lawrence 
preferred to record them obliquely. 

Without sharing “Aldington’s desire 
to debunk, Miss Armitage frankly faces 
some of the shortcomings in Lawrence's 
character. His reluctance to reveal his 
real self, for example, sometimes led 
him into contradictory attitudes, and 
she quotes chapter and verse to prove 
this juggling with facts on his part. She 
goes on: “His dishonesty with others 
about themselves was in part due to his 
wish to gratify—one might almost say 
to flatter—his friends in a way that he 
knew they would most enjoy.” 

Yet the strange makeup of the man 
still eludes full analysis. Those who 
knew him, like the late Lord Wavell, in- 
sisted on his greatness. His master- 
piece, “The Seven Pillars of Wisdom.” 
which in the context of his own time 
seemed a classic adventure, now ap 
pears on a rereading to have shrunk to 
an eloquent but overdetailed account 
of some obscure desert skirmishes. 

Perhaps Lawrence owes some of his 
fame to the fact that he was one of the 
last to live the dashing life of a Vic- 
torian soldier-writer before the Atomic 
Age dwarfed such individual heroics. 
Seen in this light, the man and his 
achievements take on a new and more 
realistic perspective. 

To Miss Armitage, however, Law- 
rence remains the mystic, seeking, like 
a pilgrim, “for. a home that is not 
gained,” striving for an ideal “always 
out of reach.” JOHN BARKHAM.

INCE IT IS GENERALLY ACCEPTED that President Eisen- 
S hower will run again next year, the chief G.O.P. 1956 dilemma

SAYS ATOMIC ENERGY 
WILL BE BiG BUSINESS 


—— 


Monsanto Scientist Predicts 
a Billion-Dollar 
Industry. 


The “atoms-for-peace” con- 
ference at Geneva made it ob- 
vious that atomic energy will 
be a billion-dollar business on 
an international basis within a 
few decades, Philip N. Powers, 
director of Monsanto Chemical 
Co.'s atomic project, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Powers, who attended the 
conference last month as an 
observer for his company, said 
it was also clear that several 
countries in addition to the 
United States, notably Great 
Britain, are moving quickly into 
strong competitive positions in 
the new field 

These nations, most of them 
in western Europe, have a 
Seriou® shortage of electricity, 
Powers said, Consequently, they 
are much’ more anxious to de- 
velop electric plants run by 
atomic fuel than is the United 
States. 

Their progress in the atomic 
electric field, as shown at Ge- 
neva, was “amazing,” and their 
intense interest in it was “spec- 
tacular,” he remarked 

Powers said competition in 
the international atomic ener- 
gy business will be to sell equip- 
ment for electric installations, 
as well as for other peaceful 
uses of atomic energy, in such 
fields as agriculture and medi- 
cine. 

Nations which are vitally in- 
terested in the electric poten- 
tial of the atom include Italy, 
France, Germany, Belgium and 
the Netherlands, he said, ex- 
plaining that all are industrial 
countries which face shortages 
and rising costs in the conven- 
tional fuels, coal and oil 

He added that less advanced 
nations. which cannot now use 
much power, also are quite in- 
terested in atom-produced elec- 
tricity and other peaceful 
atomic projects. Egypt, for ex- 
ample, has set up an atomic 
energy research and personnel 
training program, he said. 

The value of the meetings, 
Powers said, was that it gave 
specialists the opportunity to 


chat informally with their col- |

The analysis by C.C.H., na- 
tional reporting authority ‘on 
tax and business law, was taken 
from the annual report of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
It showed individual workers 
filed unfair practice charges in 
2147 cases, the highest in the 
NLRB’s 19-year history. 

There were 872 charges filed 
against unions by individual 
employes. 54 per cent more 
than in 1953, and 1275 charges

A surprisingly large number 
of disorderly houses have been 
operating in St. Louis and St.

Some disorderly houses are 
in very good neighborhoods, but 
they are operated so discreetly 
that residents of the area are 
unaware of them, Dowd told 
nmfembers of the MacArthur Hi- 
12 Club at a luncheon at the 
Roosevelt Hotel. 

He pointed out that, in many 
instances, the women living in 
these houses operate as “call 
girls.” making their arrange- 
ments through telephone calls. 

Some witnesses in the pay-off 
inquiry are former prostitutes 
who have married, reared chil- 
dren and are living a respect- 
able life, Dowd said. For this 
reason, particular efforts have 
been made to prevent their 
identities from becoming known 
publicly, he added, 

He stated that, despite the 
large number of witnesses al- 
ready interviewed and ques- 
tioned by the grand jury in the 
investigation, his office still 
must ugestion many more per- 
sons before the inquiry is com- 
pleted. 

Only a few policemen are in- 
volved in the pay-off inquiry, 
the circuit attorney pointed out.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP) 
—National Chairman Leonard | 
W. Hall told Republican state 
chairmen today that the Eisen- 
hower Administration will move 
to meet the problem of declin-| 
ing farm prices. | 

Addressing a closed session 
of G.O.P. leaders of all the 
states, Hall also said the Re- 
publicans can win a “landslide | 
victory” in 1956 if they orga- | 
nize and work hard enough. 
However, the heads of the. 
Senate and House campaign | 
committee sald it would not be. 
easy for the G.O.P. to regain 
eontrol of Congress. 

Robert Humphreys, director 
of the G.O.P. campaign school | 
being conducted at the sugges- 
tion of President Eisenhower, 
told reporters that the “gen- 
eral assumption” of the state 
chairmen in their discussions is 
that President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon will be 
candidates again next year. 

Humphreys said that the 
farm problem was discussed at 
length. He _ said’ complaints 
came chiefly from the Midwest 


and involved individual com- | 
modities rather than the gen-| 


eral farm program. 

“IT heard no state chairmen 
say that the Republicans are 
facing insurmountable prob- 
lems in the farm areas,” 
Humphreys said. 

Letters On ‘Problem.’ 

Hall came out of the closed 
meeting to tell reporters he 


had been receiving letters from | 


members of Congress indicating 
that the farm situation “is a 
problem” for the Republicans. 
“President Eisenhower prom- 
ised the farmer a fair share of 
the national income and in my 
opinion this Administration will 
meet this problem,” Hall said. 
“The old system of rigid price 


supports has not worked. All of | 


the drop in farm prices has 


come during the existence of | 


the old Truman rigid farm price 
system.” 

Humphreys said that some of 
the state chairmen had com- 
plained in the closed session 
that the Republicans are not 
getting enough government 
jobs. 

Senator Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona and Representative 
Richard M. Simpson of Penn- 
sylvania, chairmen of the party's 
Senate and House campaign 


committees, agreed in other.

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BIG FOREST FIRE 
OUT OF CONTROL, 
MENACES TOWN 


Flames Sweep Within 
Four Miles of Califor. 
nia Village—100,000 
Acres Ablaze. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7 
(AP)—One of the worst forest 
fires in Pacific Coast history 
roared down on Yreka, a 
northern California logging 
town today. Huge waves of 
flame raced across tens of 
thousands of acres of parched 
timber and brush land else- 
where in California and neigh- 
boring Oregon. 

Klamath National Forest of- 
ficials alerted the 3500. resi- 
dents of Yreka to connect thetr 
garden hoses and stand by when 
a three-day-old fire exploded 
out of control and rushed 
through 11 miles of dense tim- 
berland to within four miles of 
town. By midnight 100.000 acres 
were ablaze. 

Firefighters frankly said they 


had no chance of checking the |} 


fire's onslaught. However, 


Klamath forest supervisor Rus- | 


sell Bowers said Yreka, about 
20 miles south of the Oregon 
border, appeared to be in n 
immediate danger. 

Yreka was southeast of the 
blaze, and forest officials hoped 


to keep the fire out of town as | 


long as the west wind did not 
change to the north. 
Residents Stand Ready. 

Huge clouds of smoke ob- 
scured the skies and a shower 
of dead cinders rained down on 
Yreka. Townsfolk hauled out 
hoses and prepared to douse 
their roofs if burning embers 
began cascading on them 

More than 1800 men battled 
the blaze and hundreds more, 
including 400 soldiers from The 
Presidio of San Francisco, were 
rushing to the scene. 

Bowers expressed pessimism 
about checking the fire. He 
said the blaze had developed 
into a firestorm, the worst of 
all fire conditions, and that only 
two things would help—a 
change in weather conditions or 
the fire’s running out of fuel. 
Forecasts predicted another day 
of hot, windy weather. 

A firestorm is a maximum of 
burning conditions — extremely 
low humidity, dry fuel and ad- 
verse winds—which the Forest 
Service says it is powerless to 
combat. 

210 Fires in Oregon. 
An estimated 6000 men bat- 


tled -other fires in the two 
states. 
In Oregon, mofe than 210 


separate fires blazed over na- 
tional forests. Lightning 
touched off 25 new ones in the 
Fremont National Forest in 
south central Oregon. 

The biggest blackened ap- 
proximately 10,000 acres near 
Medferd in southwestern Ore- 
gon, destroyed five homes and 
forced families out of the Tolo 
district. Another swept over 
2000 acres of scattered pine and 
brush on the Ochoco National 
Forest, west of Sneca where a 
firefighter was trapped and 
killed Sunday. A third raced 
out of control over 1000 acres 
on the Rogue River National 
Forest near Medford. 

Several hundred miles to the 
south. a fast-moving brush fire 
destroyed three dwellings and 
halted four trains when it 
burned out 20 feet of ties on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
12 miles north of Santa Bar- 
bara on the southern California 
coast. The 3000-acre blaze, 
touched off by an explosion in 
a lighting plant at a ranch, de- 
stroved two cottages at a ranch 
some 20 miles north of Santa 
Barbara and the home of the 
ranch owner, Mrs. Florence 
Brown. a few miles north of 
the ranch. No injuries were re- 
ported,

Sets Up Procedure for In- 
tegrating Municipal 
Officers in Department. 


Procedures and standards for 
deputizing commissioned per- 
sonnel of St. Louis county's mu- 
nicipal police departments as 
members of the county police 
department were approved ten- 
tatively yesterday by the Coun- 
ty Poard of Police Commis- 
sioners. 

Only tentative approval was 
given by the board so that 
drafts of the proposed pro- 
cedures and standards can be 
circulated among the various 
municipal chiefs of police for 
suggestions and comments. They 
have been asked to reply in 
writing to the board by Oct. 1. 

One purpose of deputization 
into the county-wide law en- 
forcement organization would 
be to permit the municipal 
police to go into any part of 
the county “in immediate and 
fresh pursuit” of a suspected 
criminal instead of stopping at 
the municipal boundary. 

Among the standards the city 
departments would have to meet 
would be freedom from politi- 
cal influence “inimical to prop-

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (UP)— 
The Emergency Civil Liberties 
cdmmittee said yesterday that 
the Army has withdrawn an un- 
desirable discharge given a 
draftee on the basis of his pre- 
induction political activities. 

James M. Staebler of New 
York City, received a letter to- 
day, signed by Col. David Arp, 
advising him the Army has con- 
cluded he is “entitled to a dis- 
charge under honorable condi- 
tions,”’ the committee said. 

The Civil Liberties group pro- 
vided counsel for Staebler and 
based his appeal on the ground 
that the Army, having reached 
out for him,’ had no right to 
stigmatize him for any actions 
before that date. 

Dr. Clark Foreman, director 
of the committee, said he con- 
sidered the reversal ‘‘a great 
victory for all Americans who 
have been drafted and subjected 
to this kind of discrimination.” 

Stabler was notified by the 
Army on Aug. 25, 1954, that it 
had derogatory information 
about him, consisting of charges 
QWat he had invoked the consti- 
tutional privilege against self- 
incrimination, that both he and 
hfs wife had been members of 
the Socialist Workers party in 
1950 and 1951 and that he had 
“definite Communist tenden- 
cies.’ He was informed that 
‘he might accept undesirable 
discharge or seek a hearing. 

He was given an undesirable 

charge last December after 

hearing by a field board in 
ssachusetts. An appeal was 
rd by the district review 

ard at Washington on July 7, 
the committee said. Yesterday's 
letter to Staebler apparently 
Was based on that board's de- 
cision.

Abe Feinglass, director of the 
fur and leader department of 
the AFL Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen 
of North America, made the 
announcement. 

The 183 ousted leaders were 
not permitted to compete in 
the elections, Feinglass said, be- 
cause they had been suspended 
last month at the demand of the 
APL council. Feinglass said 
the election results bring the 
Fur and Leather Workers In- 
tefnational Union under anti- 
leftist leadership for the first 
time in 20 years.

MONTE CARLO, Monaco, 
Sept. 7 ‘AP)—The tiny Riviera 
principality of ,Monaco, which 
recently rode out a banking 
crisis, was in the throes of a 
government upheaval today. 

Eleven of the 18 members of 
the National Council, which 
functions as a cabinet for hand- 
some young Prince Rainier III, 
resigned yesterday. Two coun- 
cilmen had resigned during the 
banking crisis and now an elec- 
tion will have to be held within 
three months. 

Yesterday's resignations came 
after the 32-year-old prince 
restored Cesar Solamito and 
Arthur Corvetto to advisers’ 
post. They had been dismissed 
during the recent banking up- 
set, caused by failure of the 
bank in which considerable of 
the government's money was 
deposited. 

They were reported to have 
regained the prince's favor be- 
cause they informed him of a 
campaign to change the law of 
succession. If Rainier—so far 
unmarried—dies without an 
heir, Monaco and its lightly 
taxed citizens would come un- 
der French rule. 

Princess Antoinette, the 
princes divorced sister, was 
said to have hoped for a revi- 
sion putting her three children 
in line for the throne. . Jean 
Charles Rey, a member of the 
National 


Council often men- 
tioned as the likely next hus- 
band of the princess, brought 


such a possibility to the coun- 
cil’s attention 

Solamito and Corvetto were 
said to have tipped the prince, 
who spiked the plan. Rey and

SPEECH COST HIM

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP) 
—Representative Poage (Dem.), 
Texas, says he thinks a speech 
he made on Russias current 
peace offensive cost him a visa 
to visit the Soviet Union. 


Returning. yesterday from 
Poage said he left 
Washington expecting to pick 
up Russian visas for himself 
and his wife when he reached 
Helsinki, Finland, where he at- 
tended the Interparliamentary 
Union meeting last month. 
Poage said in a speech at the 
meeting “this country wants 
proof... of Russia's peaceful 
intentions” and a day later, he 
said, the Russian embassy 
formed him his visas had not 
arrived from Moscow. _ Later, 
he said, it became obvious he 
would not get the entry per- 
mits, so he and Mrs. Poage re- 
turned to the United States.

Route Across Mongolia 
Is Shorter and Less | 
Vulnerable to Attack 
—Sections in Use.

HONG KONG, Sept. 7—A 
new railway linking China and 
Rossia is being opened across 
Mongolia. | 

According to Communist re- 
ports, this new line has cut the 
rail distance between Peiping 
and Moscow by 500 miles. 

It is no longer necessary to 


take the roundabout route 
through Manchuria to connect 
with the trans-Siberian. In- 


stead, travelers will be able to 
go west from Peiping through 
Kalgan and Tatung to Tsining, | 
and take the new railway 520 
miles northwest to Ulan Bator, 
the capital of Outer Mongolia. | 
A spur now connécts this an- 
cient caravan centcr with the 
trans-Siberian railway. 

The new line has not vet been 
opened to regular traffic, but 
the Communist press says that 
a song-and-dance troupe of the 
Mongolian Red Army was re- 
cently brought to Peiping over 
this route. Sections of the rail- 
road have earlier been report- 
ed in use. 

Less Vulnerable. 

An important share of the 
growing Chinese-Soviet trade 
can be expected to be carried 
over this new rail link. Per- 
heps as vital is the strategic 
role; it joins the rail systems 
of China and Russia by a route 
less vulnerable to attack from 
without than the old Manchur- 
jan rail network. 

The line will permit the 
building of closer ties between 
the peoples of Russian-dominat- 
ed Outer Mongolia and Chinese- 
managed Inner Mongolia, who 
were once a single nation. In 
time it may permit extension 
of Peiping’s influence over re- 
gions that were historically 
part of the Chinese empire. 

The Chinese Communists are 
building other important rail- 
ways to open up the hinter- 
land. A line that is to open up 
Chinese central Asia and form 
a third link with the Soviet 
Union has now reached Shan- 
tan, 250 miles northwect cf 
Lanchow. Next year the-Com- 
munists plan to lay an addi- 
ttoral 200 miles on this route 
and reach Yumen, which has 
the largest oil wells in China. 

Other Lines. 

Another railroad thet starts 
south from this line et Paochi 
in western Shensi province is 
intended to reach Chenctu. 
capital of Szechuen province. 
The Communists already have 
completed a rail line between

This new rail line connects 
the Liuchow Peninsula with the 
main railway reaching from 
Hankow to Vietnam just north 
of Nanning. It will give the 
Communists ready access to 
Hainan island where they are 
developing tropical crops in- 
cluding rubber plantations and 
are reported also to have built 
air and submarine bases. 

The old railway system in 
China, meanwhile; is being re- 
constructed and made to carry 
heavier traffic Northwest of 
Peiping a 60-mile line has been 
built between Feng Tai and 
Shacheng to permit movement 
cf more freight on the line to 
Pootou. 

The objective apparently is 
to concentrate rail construction 
on those regions to which there 
is no access available by water 
routes and to permit minimum 
investment to provide thé max- 
imum transport facilities for the 
support and extension of the

SEES PRESIDENT, 
GETS FEELING HE 
WILL RUN AGAIN 


DENVER, Sept. 7 (UP)— 
Colorado Siate Senator Donald 
Brotzman, 33-year-old Republi- 
can leader who received Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's personal en- 
couragement today said he has 
a “strong feeling” that the 
Chief Executive will seek re- 
election next year. 

Brotzman, who came within 
35,000 votes of beating Ed 
Johnson for Governor last year, 
said he formed that opinion be- 
cause Mr. Eisenhower “appears 
to be a man who enjoys his 
job” and is “thriving on it.” 


Meanwhile, the summer 
White House said flatly that 
Mr. Eisenhower would not 


make any announcements of his 
1956 plans at the meeting here 
this weekend with G.O.P. state 
chairmen from all 48 states. 

Brotzman told reporters after 
a half-hour early morning ses- 
sion with the President that he 
fecis that Mr. Eisenhower “has 
certain things in mind that he 
wants to accomplish.”

Meals Catered — City Air- 
port Revenue Could Drop 
$37,500.

Trans World Airlines, Inc.. 
has decided to take over food 
service on its own planes as 
part. of its operation at St. 
Louis, instead of purchasing 
meals from a catering service, 
the Post-Dispatch was told to- 
day.

In 1954 TWA _ spent about 
$250,000 here for meals for use 
on its planes. The city receives 
a portion of the caterer’s gross 
income under the concession 
agreement. The concessionnaire 
for the new administration 
building, Missouri Sports Serv- 
ices, Inc., will pay the city on 
a sliding scale ranging up to 15 
per cent, depending on the vol- 
ume of business. The contract 
runs for 10 years after the 
building opens. 

The TWA spokesman said the 
kitchen here, which will be the 
sixth operated by the company, 
had been under consideration 
for several years. Provision 
was made for it in original 
plans for the hangar, and it is 
under terms of the 
lezse. 

By operating its own kitchen, 
he said, meals can be better 
timed with flight schedules and 
uniformity maintained through- 
out the system. Food is cooked 
to within a few minutes of com- 
pletion, finished in ovens on 
newer types of airliners and 
served immediately. 

The kitchén here will occupy 
about 4500 square feet of the 
hangar and will include large 
freezers and coolers, as well as 
food preparation and dishwash- 
ing equipment. Food purchases 
here will be about $200,000 a 
year to start. 

Forty persons, most of whom 
are expected to be hired in St 
Louis, will be employed tan- 
dolph Petri, supervisor of the 
airline’s kitchen at Kansas City, 
will be transferred here in a 
similar capacity. For four years 
in World War II he was mana- 
ger of food for Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and his general staff 
in New Guinea and the Philip- 
pine Islands.

It's Fun to Decorate the Kitchen 


You Can Use Gay Color and the Utmost Originality—There's Trend to Deep Colors in Bath

HE kitchen is fun to decor- 
T ate, because you can use 

gay color schemes and the 
utmost originality. 

Use wallpaper in gay designs, 
not just those planned for a 
kitchen but outsize flowers and 
fruits, gay birds, scenic papers, 
a sailing scene, even colored 
pages from your pet magazine. 

Use high-gloss paint to get a 
reflecting surface in light bright 
colors. Or use deep-gloss paint 
in a dull color for a sharp con- 
trast to the white cabinets and 
fixtures, 

If you decide on flat paint, 
use it where it will not mark 
easily or need frequent wash- 
ings, for this dull-finish paint 
does not ordinarily stand as 
— scrubbing as a gloss fin- 
sh. 

Three schemes are sketched 
here as typical of color schemes 
that you can make. There are 
many cabinets in the kitchen, 
s0 let's make our decision con- 
cerning them first. 

You can have natural-color 
wood in ready-made cabinets or 
have your carpenter or home 
“handy man” install your own. 

These might have plywood 
doors in birch, pine or other 
natural woods, or they might 
have the striated plywood with 
its ridged surface or the raised 
grain of the newly developed 
plywood. . 

These natural woods can be 
Stained or simply waxed to 
show their natural grain and 
color, If they are to be stained, 
they could have a wood-color 
stain or a color stain such as 
red or green or yellow. 

White or aluminum paint can 
be applied to the surface, al- 
lowed to stay for a time, and 
then wiped off, leaving a lighter 
gleam showing in the grain of 
the wood. 

This resembles bleached-wood 
treatments and is very at- 
tractive. Or the wood would be 
bleached by buying a commer- 
cial bleach to apply to the wood. 
In either case, after the under- 
coat is dry, a coat of thinned 
shellac is laid over as a protec- 
tion from soil. This may be 
sanded lightly to remove any 
shine and then waxed. 

Such a scheme forms the 
basis for the kitchen shown in 
sketch 1, The utilities are the 
usual white and are spotted 
conveniently. The sink and the 
refrigerator are centered in the 
well arrangements of cabinets. 

The sink is set into the wood 
cabinets so there is no color 
interruption there. Stainless- 
steel counters or counters of 
highly polished plastic form an 
attractive contrast to the soft 
tone of the wood. If plastic is 
chosen, the wall above could be 
covered with the same plastic 
or painted in a gloss enamel! to 
match, 

The same color should key 
the venetian blinds and be used 
to paint the inside of the plant 
shelf in the corners of the cab- 
inets beside the window.

Grandma Moses Slows Down at 95 
America's Top Primitive’ Artist Observes Birthday Quietly

EAGLE BRIDGE, N. Y., 
Sept. 7 (INS). 
NNA MARY ROBERTSON 
MOSES is 95 years old to- 
day, and the frail elderly 


woman known to art lovers the 


world over as “Grandma” 
Moses is not painting much 
these days. 


In the past year she has 
turned out. only about 20 pic- 
tures, compared to about 70 a 
year ever since she became a 
highly successful artist at the 
age of 78. Those pictures she 
has painted have the same sim- 
ple charm as ever, but she has 
not touched a canvas now for 
over a month. 

And this year’s birthday is 
not like past celebrations, with 
hundreds of people dropping 
in to pay homage to one of the 
most famous of America’s 
“primitive” artists. 

Her daughter, Mrs. Winona 
Fisher, said Grandma “isn’t 
bedridden, but she spends much 
of her time napping or sleep- 
ing.” 

“Oh, yes, she still paints,” 

said Mrs. Fisher, who lives with 
her, “but nothing prolific. She 
still keeps at it.”’ 
, According to Dr. Otto Kallir, 
her agent, friend and head of 
the Galerie St. Etiennes in New 
York: 

“She’s in perfect health, she 
just gets tired and her legs 
hurt, She's in bed much of the 
time, and she can’t paint in 
bed.” 

The doctors told Grandma 
they did not think the excite- 
ment of a big birthday party 
would be good for her, and she 
agreed with them. Her daugh- 
ter said the artist with the 
magic paintbrush planned to 
spend a “quiet birthday with 
friends.”

RANDMA MOSES'S life was 
G: quiet one for 78 years, 

until she was “discovered.” 
She was one of ten children, 
and had little time for school- 
ing. Even today her letters are 
much like her paintings—tech- 
nicalities like spelling may be 
faulty, but the feeling is there.

Her father, a farmer, was an 
amateur painter, and later one 
of her brothers tried his. skill 
with a paintbrush. But al- 
though Grandma occasionally 
dabbled with art, she was much 
too busy being a farm wife, and 
later mother of 10, to bother 
with the landscapes and homey 
country scenes which later 
brought her fame and fortune. 


She began to have trouble 


with her hands—arthritis, the 
doctors told her—and to take 
up her time she began paint- 
ing in 1937, 


“It kept me out of mischief,” 


is her comment. This is how 
she describes her painting 
technique: 


“I close my eyes and think 
until I begin to see a picture, 
It is then that I start painting. 
The picture is complete in my 


mind's eye before I put a stroke 
of paint on the canvas.” 

Grandma doesn't sketch in 
anything more than outlines of 
large objects, like mountains and 
houses. The rest she paints di- 
rectly onto the picture. She 
closes her eyes, decides a boy's 
cap should be flying off, and 
proceeds to paint it that way. 
She begins each painting by 
covering the canvas with sey- 
era] coats of white paint.

HE paints flat, with no easel. 
G Her “painting table” shows 

the first pictures she ever 
painted seriously—to decorate 
the table, And it is quite true, 
as has been said before, that 
she paints several pictures at 
one time. > 

But, according to Dr. Kallir, 
there’s nothing unusual in this 
—all painters work on several 
projects at a time, to keep their 
minds fresh for each one. 

She has painted some 1200 
pictures on this table, at first 
with no idea of becoming a 


“pro.” She was nicknamed 
“Grandma” during her first 
New York show, which was 


called 
Paints.” 

Some people passed by and 
Dr. Kallir, in whose gallery the 
pictures were hung, heard them 
say, “Let's take a look at what 
Grandma painted.” He adopted 
the nickname and it stuck. To- 
day even her own children call 
her “Grandma.” 

She lives in a ranch-type 
home in Eagle Bridge, which 
was purchased after her old- 
fashioned farm house, with so 
many stairs to climb, became 
too much for her. 

What does a farm woman 
born in 1860—the year Lincoln 
was elected President—think of 
modern inventions in the atomic 
age?
